Mr. Briſcoe's Diſcourſe on the late Funds, (pre- 
ſented by him to both Houſes of Parliament two 
Years ago) but will preſently know from whence 
he hath taken them. But ſince he does ſo boldly 
challenge all Oppoſers, I do readily accept the 
ſame, and doubt not but to prove, 


I. That moſt of Mr. AſgilPs Aſſertions are 
only rational Concluſions from eMr.

Money ;, (which he learnedly proves) : The uſe of 
Money 1s to buy Commodities. Now theſe Securities 
will buy Land, and therefore they will buy all Commo- 
ditics. What an Argument 1s this, to prove that 
Securities are Money, becauſe they as well as Mo- 
ney will buy Land of ſuch Perſans who are willing 
to accept them ? for by the ſame Rule I will make 
Wheat, Oats, Malt, Sugar, Tobacco, or any 
Commodity, Money : for (to aſſume his learned 
way of arguing) the uſe of Money is to buy 
Commodities ; Tobacco will buy Land of ſuch 
Perſons who are willing to accept thereof; there- 
fore Tobacco will buy all Commodities, and con- 
ſequently is lawful and effective Money ; and the 
like may be ſaid of the reſt, But then comes his 
common definition of Money, That tis Money 
that buys Land, Aſſert. Pag. 21. lin. 1. Ifind our * 
great Inveutor underſtands not the difference be- 
tween the Subjed and the Predicate ; his Deh- 
nition 
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tion is not what is Money, but what may be 
ne with Money 3 whereas, I ſay, Whatſcever 
x Legiſlative Power of any Kingdom or State makes 
x Medium or Meaſure of Trade and Commerce, 
at and nothing elſe 1s the Money of ſuch Kingdom 
F State. But proceeds our Author, The Owners 
the Soil in every Country, have the Sale of all 
dmmodities of the Growth of that Country ; and 
mſequently have the Power of giving Credit ia that 
ountry ;. and therefore whatſoever they will accept for 
err Commodities, is Money.. Aſſert. Pag.21. lin.7. 
deny theſe Poſitions; Firit, The Owners of 
be Sol in every Country have not the ſale of the 
ommodities of the Growth of that Country ; how 
w Gentlemen keep their Eſtates in their own 
ands, bur let them out to Tenants for an An- 
al Rent, who therefore are the Perſons that 
nake ſale of the ſeveral Products of their Land. 
xcondly, The Owners of the Soil are generally 
do much indebted themſelves to be able to give 
zuch Credit to others. And I deny alſo his Conclu- 
on, (lince he has not made a formal Syllogiſm 
f it) That whatever they will accept for their Com- 

odities, 1s Money, having already given a Defi- 
ition of Money : for ſuppoſe the Freeholders 
Ir their Tenants would take Blocks of Tin, Pigs 
f Lead, or any thing elſe that is valuable, for 

eir Rent or Commodities; does ſuch accep- 
ance make ſuch Commodities Money ? 

That all other ContratFs of the Kingdom muſt fol- 
ww the Reſervation of the Rents, ( Aſſert. Pag. 2.2. 
lin. 4.) I do poſitively deny, and ſo does he him- 
elf elſewhere: For ſuppoſe a Gentleman of 


fan Eſtate of 1c001. per Annums; hath mort- 


gaged it for 10000}. which he obliges himſelf 
to 
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to pay in good and lawful Money of England 
will ſuch a general Reſervation of the Rents tc 
be received in any other Kind, whether by Secy 
rities of Land, or any other Commodity, fatisf, 
or oblige the Mortgagee to take ſuch tender'd Se 
curities or Commodities for Money ? No certain 
ly, he will have what the Law makes, and not 
what you call ſo, to be good, lawful and effeQive 
Money. As for a Security on Land he hath it al 
ready; but he wants his Money, and that he wil 
have: but I defire Mr. A. to turn back to Pag.10 
lia. 6. where he has partly anſwered himſelf. 

Secondly, (ſays he) As they would thereby become 
Effetive Money, ſo they would become Lawful Mo- 
ney of England, becauſe the Law would compel the 
paiment of them. Aſlert. Pag. 22. ln. 19. that is, 
the Law will oblige every Perſon to a ſpecifick 
performance. 

A moſt extraordinary Argument, backt with 
a weighty Reaſon ! and conſequently we ſhall 
have as various Kinds of Money 1n the Kingdom, 
as there are or may be Specifick Contracts or A- 
greements. As for Example, I ſell my Houſe 
to another for 100 Load of Hay ; therefore Hay 
is become Effective Money, nay the Lawfvl Mo- 
ney of England, becauſe the Law will compel 
the Perſon to pay (or which is all one, to deli- 
ver) me the Hay ; this being exactly his Argu- 
ment. 

But (fays he) the Law of England bas given no 
other San&ion to Gold or Silver, than to certify the 
Value of it, to tell the People what it 1s, that when 
they make Contrats about it, they may know what 
they do. Aſlert. Pag. 22. lin, vIt. 
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I ay otherwiſe, and I will prove it. Whatſo- 
ever SanQtion the Law hath given to coined Gold, 
I ſhall not now examine ; but the Law hath made 
Silver the Meaſure of all other Commodities, 
and conſequently the Medium of Trade. I know 
the Law gives no ſuch Sanction to it, as to de- 
ſtroy other Specific Agreements; for to uſe m 
firſt Simily, If Iam to have 100 Load of Hay, 
the Law does not leave it to that Perſon's Diſ- 
cretion whether he will perform his Specifick A- 
greement or no, and give me Money inſtead of 
my Hay : But admit a Perſon makes an Agree- 
ment that he is not able to perform ; as for Ex- 
ample, To deliver a greater Quantity of any 
Commodity than can pollibly be got, What can 
be done in ſuch Caſe ? Why, if the Party who 
made ſuch Agreement be ſued for Nonperfor- 
mance of his Covenant, the Jury will conſider 
what Damage is fit to give, which is computed 
by our common Meaſure or Silver Money, and 
accordingly will find for the Plaintiff to ſuch a 
Value: So that where a Specific Agreement 
cannot be performed, there the Law terminates 
all ſuch Agreements in the lawful Money of the 
Kingdom, being that only which the Legiſlative 
Power have made the Meaſure of our Trade, 
whereby we value all Commodities. And there- 
fore I deny the 7th Aſſertion ; That theſe Securi- 
ties of Land being thus formed into the Oualities of 
Money, it s in the Power of the Owners of the Lanas 
themſelves, to make theſe Securities to be effe@ive 
and lawful Money of England, &c. This being no 
otherwiſe to be done but by an A& of Parlia* 
ment,

I ſhall proceed to the 8th Aſſertion; 

That Lands thus formed into the Qualities of Mo« 
ney, are more uſeful and valuable than Gold and Sil- 
ver, or any other Commodities ſevered from the 
Soil.

Gold 
and Silver ſerve but for one Uſe at one time ; while 
they are uſed for Money, they can be uſed for no- 
thing elſe and while they are uſed for any thing 
elſe, they can't be uſed for Money. But Lands may 
be converted into Money without loſing their 0- 
ther Faculties, they ſerve for both Uſes at the ſame 
time ; the Owners keep the Poſſeſſion, and receive the 
Profits of the Soil, while the Securities thereof are 
uſed for Aſoney, &Cc.

Secondly, As they are more uſeful, ſo they are 
more valuable, Aſjert. Pag. 26. lin. 1 3. 
T his again is but a Comment upon Mr, B's

&« (of Money) fo far as relates to Commutation,

& leave to fay, wherein our Land exceeds Gold 
& and Silver. 
* Firſt, It will not only ſerve to paſs and repaſs 
in paiment as Money will, but it 1s a living Stock, 
the Land being prolifick and fertile, whereas 
Gold and Silver in the Cheſt produce nothing but 
the Canker.

From whence the eighth Aſlertion naturally 
follows; Land being inveſted with all the 2uali- 
ties or Qualifications of Money, ſerving to paſs and

I deny that the making their Bills more valua- 
ble than Money, depends on their accepting them 
at a higher Rate than Money ; for it is a good 
Fund of Money in the Cheſt to anſwer all De- 
mands that gives a Value to Bills, and every thing 
elſe is but Trick and Artifice which every one 
may ſee through; and it 1s rather an Invitation 
to all Perſons to bring their Bills and not Money 
to the Bank, if any Advantage can be made of 
ſuch Bills more than can be made of their Mo- 
ney ; and therefore to borrow Mr. 4's Words 
elſewhere, this 9th Allertion can be of no ute 1n 
this Invention,

So that the Total is no more than this, That 
provided any Man will ſubſcribe Money to the 
Bank, he ſhall have liberty to mortgage his F- 
ſtate to ſecure the Paiment of the laſt fourth 
Part of. his Subſcription-Money ; whereas the 
three Paiments are certainly a ſufficient Security 
for the Fourth. The Bank of England (and that 
with very good Reaſon) took every Man's own 
ſingle Bond, who had paid one half into the 
Bank for the paiment of the' other half, know- 
ing that they had a good Security in their own 
Hands. So that 'tis evident in this Land-Bank 
of Mr. A's Invention, -there is not one Landed- 
Man whom he intends, quatenus a Landed-Man, 
ſhould be concerned in it. 


As to the ſecond Clanſe of ſecuring the Title 
of Lands after they are ſettled, by a Regiſter, 
Mr. B. hath ſaid enongh of that in ſeveral Parts 
of his aforementioned Book ; particularly pay.

So that (as I have obſerved elſewhere) our In- 
vention is vaniſhed and gone, and Land which was 
to be our new Species of Money, and more valua- 
ble than Gold and Silver, and which was to be 
brought to Mr. Aſgill's Mint to be comed, 1s to 
remain to the Landed-Man the ſame dead and 
unaFive Lump it was before; and if he wants 
Money, he muſt mortgage it as formerly, and 
come Cap in Hand to our Inventor and his Bre- 
thren for ſome of their Bank-Bills, for which he 
muſ? pay a Tribute of 3 /. tos. per Cent. per An- 
um for Intereſt ; and muſt repay the ſame when 
demanded as aforeſaid, under the Penalty of 
forfeiting bis Eftate : Whereas were Land it ſelf 
a new Species, it would be Nonſenſe to 'talk of 
mortgaging it for Money, becauſe then Land it 
ſelf would be Money. So that it's evident our I4- 
wentor talks of a ncw Species of Money, as a Bird 
may be taught to ſay, Parrot's a cold, without 
knowing what Money 1s; and were it not ſo, he 
would never have given us ſuch a ſorry Defini- 
tion of: Money, as to ſay, the common Definition 
of it is, Thar "tis Money that buys Land, as has 
been already obſerved, and that the Landed- Man 
muſt mortgage one Species of Money for ano- 
ther. All which, with much more that might 
be ſaid, does ſufficiently prove my ſecond Poſi-

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tion, That notwithſtanding Mr. A's Aﬀſertions 
ſeem to be in favour of the Landed-Men, that the 
Deſign of bim and his Party, is to ſet up another 
Money-Bank excluſive of the Landed-Men.

Profit yearly; For how great 
ſoever the Sums are that are owing at Intereſt upon 
Land, it may be all lent by the Bank, and the 
Bills paid on demand, and circulated with a 
hundred thouſand Pounds. But they being laught 
at by ſome for propoſing to ſupply all the Mort- 
eagers in the Kingdom wiſh ſo ſmall a Sum, they 
mended their Propoſal, and in their printed Set- 
tlement, pag. 13. [m. 17. proviſion is made that 
the ſaid Stock may be augmented to ten hundred 
thouſand Pounds in Money. 

Having thus fixed their Stock, which by the 
wiy is to conſiſt only of Money, and conſequent- 
ly the Members of the Bark are to be all Monied 


Men. 
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Mr. A. propoſes in his printed Account, That 
the Governours of his Bank wilt lend Money ou Lqud 
or Houſes to three fourth Parts of the Falue, at 3 I. 
IO s, per Cent. per Annum Intereſt, to all Perſons 
that ſhall convey their Eſtates according to the 
Settlement ; that is to ſay, Their Eſiates are to be 
conveyed in Truſt for the paiment of the Principal 
and intereſt to the Governours of the Land-Bank, 
who are” to have Pawer to charge the ſaid Lands, with 
Notes or Bills of Credit for the Zontes ſo borrowed, 
and latereſt for the ſame. 

That is, they are to raiſe a Credit upon the 
Gentleman®s Eſtate ; who mult notwithltanding 
pay them 3/. 16s. per Cent. per Annum lutereſt 
for their Bank-Bills ; which as they colt the Bank 
nothing but the Charge of Paper and Printing, 
ſo no Body would take them, were It not for the 
Reputation that the Landed-Man's Eſtate gives 
them ; and this is the main of his Project, and 
the railing a Credit upon the Gentleman's Eſtate, 
whereof the Money-ſubſcribers are to have the 
whole Profit, as well as the whole management of 
the Bank, is what he improperly calls a new Spe- 
cries of Money. | 

This in ſhort is the whole of his Invention, 
the relt being only mKpgery.is not worth taking 
notice of. Burt thoſe who have a mind to be 
pleaſant, I refer them to-the priated Settlement of 
their Zand-Bank, eſtabliſhed Anno Dom, 1695. 
wherein is ſuch a Tranterrence of a Truſt, by a 
bare Election of Perſons, without that filly pre- 
vious Ceremony of Signing or Sealing any Deed 
of Truſt, as was never before known lince the 
Days of Adam ; with much more Trumpery of 
the

true Inventor, |

Mr. AſgilÞs Invention, I ſhall deſire leave to give

This being a ſhort Account of Mr.B's Propoſals, 
I cannot draw a more conciſe Parallel than Mr. B. 
has done in a printed Paper, called, 2. Briſcoe's 
Reply to a Pamphlet, &c. between Mr. B's Invention 
and My. A's, viz. The National Land-Bank 
(which is Mr. B's) is properly fo called, the 
Fund being Land, the Society Landed-Men ; who 
appoint Zanded-Men to be Truſtees, Governours, 
Treaſurers, &c. and diſplace them at Pleaſure. 

The Lincolns-Inn Bank (which is Mr. A's) af- 
ſumes the Name of a Zand-Bank improperly, for 
Money is their Fund, the Society Monied-Men, who 
appoint Truſtees, DirefFors, &c, wherein the Land- 
ed-Men have no Vote, not ſo much as for a Door- 
keeper. 

The National Land-Bank furniſhes the Landed- 
Men with Money for 10 s. per Cent. per Annum. 

The Lincolns-Inn Bank propoſes to furniſh the 
Landed- Men for 3 1. 10 s. per Cent. per Annum, 
and do not allow them one Penny Advantage by 
the Bank. 

ObjeF. Some probably may object, Is not 31. 
10s. per Cent. per Annum Intereſt reaſonable e- 
nough ? Why then ſhould any deſire to have 0- 
ney for a leſs Intereſt ? 

I anſwer, 1. If the Credit of the Rank is to be 
founded upon the Gentlemens Eſtates, Why ſhould 
they be excluded from the Profit and Government 
of the Bank ? | 

2. Tho there was a Clauſe in the Ad for the 
Bank's lending 5000001, per Ann. yearly, upon

rovided the Intereſt be paid duly every Quarter : 
et there being no Penalty upon their Nonperfor- 
ance, It was in their Power whether they would

hem, they may find fault with the Titles of E- 
ates tho never ſo clear, if they have not a mind 
to ſupply the Zanded-Man with Money, there be- 
mg nd Check nor Controul upon them: And it ſeems 
noſt reaſonable therefore that a Land-Bank ſhould 
be under the Government and Managery of Landed- 
en, as Mr. A. himſelf did obſerve in his Book 
pf Aſſertions, pag. 67, lin. 8. (to which I refer 
my Reader) altho it is plain he never intended 
the Landed-Man ſhould have any Share in it. 

And for my part when I obſerve Mr. A's ſhift- 
ing and jugling, backward and forward, that 
none knows where to have him; it makes me 
ready to think that he and his Party have a Deſign 
to put his Majeſty under the like Diſappointments 
the next Year as they have done this.

14, So that altho the preſent Species of AMo- 
ney be not ſufficient to carry on the Trade of the 
Nation, much leſs the War, his Majeſty muſt not- 
withſtanding wait for his Supplies, till this Pro- 
je& or Invention, that is now but in Embrio, be 
produced and grown vp to maturity.

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Our Inventor was no leſs poſitive in his Afr] _ 
tions laſt Seſſions than he is now, and thereby ha 
put his Majeſty, and conſequently the whole Na 
tion, under a grand Diſappointment, as has bee 
already obſerved ; and therefore I doubt not by 
the Wiſdom of the Parliament is ſuch, that the 
wilt confider how this: bold Aſſertor has alread) 
acquitted himſelf to the Publick ; and that it ap 
pears that ſuch of his Aſſertions as have any weight 
yn them, he has borrowed from Mr, B. who has 
ſpent a great deal of Time, and no ſmall Sum of 
Money in proſecuting the Eſtabliſhment of a Nas- 
tional Land-Bank two Seſſions of Parliament ſuc- 
ceſſively: And it 1s to be hoped that the Free- 
holders Repreſentatives in Parliament, will be 
pleaſed, if they eſtabliſh any other Bank, that it 
may be a true National Land- Bank, whereof the 
Government and Managery may be in LZanded- 
Men, as propoſed by Mr. B.; who by Mr. A's 
own Conteſſion have expended ſo large a Part of| ' 
their preſent Poſſeſſtons in detence of the Kingdom, 
and not in Money-Subſcribers, who propoſe, as 
appears by Mr. A's Paper, to get 39 or 40. per 
Cent. per Annum, by a Credit to be rais'd ont of 
the Gentlemens Eſtates. Such a true WVatronal 
Land-Bank as Mr. B. obſerved in his Diſcourſe on 
#1e late Funds, being the only way to defeat the De- 
ſions of our Enemies, to unite bis Majeſty and the 
People, and to engage them 1nſeparably 1a each others 
Intereſk: And ſuch a Bank may he eſtabliſhed for 
the Service of the Landed-Ven, without interfer- 
ing in the leaſt with the preſent Bank of England.
